New York. Feb. '2i .—Operations on 


the Stock exchange wore materially 
interrupted by intervention 
of the 


holidays. Nevertheless a fairly steady 
and somewhat more hopeful under- 
tone prevails in financial ciicles. It 
is becoming more generally recogniz- 
ed that much of the activity in poli- 
tics is chiefly for effect, and that the 
chances of positive radical legislation 
are more remote than is generally 
suposed. 
The 
investigmon 
mania 


which is still rampant at Washington 
is very disturbing, particularly 
as 


there apepars to bo no limit to imrus 
ions upon pnviicy. But UIOM' subject 
ed to investigation apepar to be be- 
coming 
hardened 
to the 
process, 


while the public is wearied and con- 
fused with the mass of information 
disclosed which they neither under- 
stand nor care very much about. Ap 
parently this phase of the war upon 
capital must go on foi some time to 
come, or until it has exhausted itself. 
It seems to be a good asset for the 
average politician who is incapable 
of realizing the injury which he is in- 
flicting 
upon 
his 
constituency by 


keeping up the unsettled feeling in 
business, destroying initiative and di- 
minishing 
the chances of 
employ 


ment. 
* 


Business would be -belter wore it 


not for political hindrances, yet In 
spile of these the volume of business 
is not falling much behind. The chief 
injury conies fionv an almost com- 
plete arrest of new enterprises and a 
consequent shrinkage in the demand 
for labor. 
In some sections of the 


country the injurious effects of short 
crops aie being felt, and farmers are 
not 
meeting 
their 
obligations »s 


promptly as usual. These drawbacks, 
however, are local and confined main- 
ly to districts tributary to the Mis- 
souri River, where the harvest was 
'east satisfactory. 
Advices from the 


interior show that business 
condi- 


tions arc exceptionally sound owing 
to the conservative oplicy which has 
prevniled for over a year. The land 
speculation which at one time appear- 
ed so ihrcitoning has been sharply 
curtailed, and liquidation has 
been 


made .easy by the profitable prices 
genet al'y obtained for farm products. 
For this reason there is much less 
anxiety than usual concerning the an- 
nual settlements made about March 
1 and April 1. H is now believed tint! 
these obligations will be met without! 
difficulty, excetp in' a few isolated 
spots. 
Advices concerning the crop 


situation are very encouraging. Ow- 
ing to the heavy precipitation of rain 
or snow during the winter the subsoil 
has had a thorough" soaking, and all 
tho conditions aro^'jfavorablc for 
a 


good start. This,appears to be true 
in nearly all sections of the country. 
Tho importance of <good harvests in 
1912 cannot be ovcr-cstimutcd, since 
large yields would do much toward 
iowcilng the cost of food and thus 
alleviating popular discontent. 


In financial circles a better under- 


tone is reflected by the increasing 
confidence with which new issues arc 
being put forth. 
Some of these Is- 


sues paying liberal returns have been 
absoibcd 
with 
surprising 
avidity, 


proving that there is aboundance oC 
capital seeking investment when safe- 
ty and profit aie siifllclcntly satisf»c- 
tory to buyers. 
The only drawback 


to this feature of the situation is its 
effect upon high priced 
securities,
